THE CASES: A COMPLETE REAPPRAISAL 

The key feature of the work is that a whole body of judicial decisions stretching over a century and a half has been carefully 
re-examined and many cases which have lost relevance because of changed living standards have been excised. In addition, a 
number of cases have been found to be so related to particular facts that no useful principle emerges: these have either been 
omitted or specially noted. 

From the remaining cases an entirely new attempt has been made to set down certain broad provisions appearing from lines of 
development. Considerable assistance in this regard is given in the fields of statutory nuisance, statutory compensation and breach 
of statutory duty, to name only a few examples. 

PART I—BASIC STATUTE LAW 

The basic statutory provision is the Public Health Act 1936 and this forms PART | of the ENCYCLOPEDIA. This Act is fully 
annotated, section by section, and provided with complete cross-references to the material in the following PARTS of the 
ENCYCLOPEDIA.

Amenities Act 1967”. 


PART III—RULES AND ORDERS

implementation of the environmental health legislation which is printed in PARTS | and II. Illustrations, charts and diagrams are 
accurately reproduced and a particular feature of the ENCYCLOPEDIA is that PART III contains the entire Building Regulations 
1965, as amended, fully cross-referenced to all other material in the work.
